WHEREAS, the entrance ramp onto the end of I-291 from Shawinigan Drive leading to 
Burnett Road in Chicopee has become an area of concern due to excessive speeding and 


- safety hazards and 


WHEREAS, residents, commuters, and local businesses have reported significant safety 
concerns related to high speeds, near-misses, and traffic flow issues, making this a critical 
area for improvement and 


WHEREAS, this entrance ramp serves as a significant access point for both local and 
interstate travel, making its'safety and accessibility a priority for the City of Chicopee and 


WHEREAS, the City of Chicopee is committed to ensuring the safety and well-being of its 
residents and those who travel through the community. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Chicopee City Council formally requests the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation (MassDOT) conduct a comprehensive 
safety review of the entrance ramp onto l-291 and Burnett Road and evaluate potential
